Altoona  entered  the  District  meet  with  a  record  of  15  wins  and  S 
defeats. They  trounced  Wlthee, their  first  opponent, 61  -  29.  Following  this 
victory,  they  beat  Owen  5C'  -  29,  while  Osseo  was  drubbing  Fairchlld, which 
meant  we  would  play  Osseo  for  the  title.  On  Saturday  night  the  Chief tlene 
edged  ue  for  the  championship  by  the  score  54  -  47.  Our  overall  season  rec- 
ord was  17  wins  against  6  defeats.
